It was thought advi-nble 
that troo; s. co whom the Indians are 
more accubtomed than to dvll officers, 
should bo dn the scene in case of 
trouble.

The Caar Dlstorbad. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 9.— Tbe czar has 

become so disturbe<l in mind over the 
suggestions of certain of his counsellors 
that riots and insurrections may breaK 
out in the famine-stricken districts, tbat 
he has bestowed on (General Annekoff as 
a member of the famine relief commis- 
sion, absolute authority to decree the 
knout and exile to Siberia as ]ienalties 
upon whomsoever he may see fit, within 
the area of his jurisdictiiin. 

General Annekoff is given fuller power 
than the czar himself assumes to exer- 
cise, and all legal proceedings and courts 
are stayed, so far ns interfering ^vit.h 
AnnekofTs action. In Ix-stowing this 
unlimited authority, the czar states that 
he will hold AnnekotT resiKinsible for 
the maintenance of peace and the snp- 
pre.s,sion of di.sonler in the famine 
regions. Annekoff has the reputation 
of being a harsh disci|(linarian, and the 
pea.sHiits, it is intiniated, will fitid in Inm 
another Moiiravieff. On the other hand, 
a report is current that the c^ar has en- 
joined upou Annekoff to be us human as 
poasiblo In hla t rsatoianto f tha people.

Tbe mur- 
derer's story of the finiU scenes mn 
thus: 

••When I funieil into the Marsh road 
he wanted to know where i was taking 
him. Directly I turned into the little 
path near the woodman's shanty in the 
woods. I saw he wante<l to get out, and 
he dill. Tiien be got in again. I said: 
•Hiram. I came down here to talk witb 
you. I don': want to loee the property 
on your account, and I don't want you 
to lose it. 1 have got some papers here 
that I want 3-on to sign. I took the 
papers from iny pocket and said: 'Yc i 
may .sign tu- se or take that,' pulling OOt 
a revolver and pointing it at bim. 

"He then jumped from tbe wagon 
and I after him. He fell down and said: 
'Don't, Isaac: dim't.' I said: 'No, Hi- 
ram, I wont. Do as I want yon to do 
and I won't hurt you.' He held ntv 
hand in which the revolver was nntu 
after I piomised not to burt him. '.Smi 
I ste'pjied away and he got up. L to n 
Mdd: 'I came here not to do yon ar'y 
harm: [want some of tbe proxsgty fiimi 
niotli-'i-.' 

"He then began to walk toward tbe 
shanty and after going some tUlAilty fMft 
broke into a mn. I started after him 
atid called several times: "Hiram. 
Hiram, stop ur I will fire,' and as he kept 
on running I fired. After the firing he 
ran a little wav and fell. I then run up 
to and shook him. He said nothing, and 
as I thought he was moving I firedthree 
more shots into his body to put him out 
of pain. I then took hold of ^e boots 
and dragged the iKxly about one hundred 
yards and liegan iliggiug a grave. I took 
off his clothing. 

"Tbe grrve I dug was not large 
enough, and I took the hatchet and 
chopi)ed off his head and arms. I buried 
tbe arms, bnt took the head and put it 
in the bag with his shirt orotmd it; put 
tbe bag in the wagon, and finally drove 
into the woods and buried the head un- 
der some birch trees. I dug a bole, took 
the bead ont uf the b^, and as I buricxl 
it. said. 'Gk)od-by, Hiram.' I threw 
tbe ax, lamp and shovel into tbe rive-, 
as I crossed from Maine back to Roches- 
ter; took HiramN clothing to my board- 
ing house and went to bed. I threw tiie 
clothing and revolver from a ferryboat 
into tha harbor."

The eon- 
dition is even less tiinn e.'^tiniated In.si 
month, and falls 2>'> pi>r cent, short of a 
fair average condition. Damage by 
Hessian fly is Reported in sixty-nine 
counties of the state, and by tlie white 
grub worm in twenty-three counties. 

The estimate of the com crop made 
Nov. 1, by jtenentage comparison on 
the whole, placed the average jirodiu i 
per acre at between thirty-two and 
thirty-three bushels per acre. The pres- 
ent estiniiite from returns of bushels pet 
acre makes an average for the state of 
about thirty-three bushels per acre, and 
upon this Iwusis the crop is a fair one.
